atrocious naturs, but whith, undei inch cir- 
cumstances, could nol be sttd to entail any 
acliial guillgpon lbs unfortunate perptlrslor, 
It had batn the declared opinion of the most 
competent eoquhTert into iht nature of Iht 
human mind lhaltht mind could only ha ef- 
fected bt the existence of disease in the brain, 
and If disease enisled lu that portion of ths 
hrtin wherein lbs human will held its stag 
while tho other portion of the brain in which the 
intellect of til. patent waa contained was free 
ftoiu any such dissast, it naturally followed 
that Ihe person so circumstanced might, 
wllb a foil ' knowledge or. what be was 
doing, feel compelled— irresistibly compelled 
to crimes whfeh If a perfectly fra. agent he 
would be Ihe last to commit.

his bettor nature. The impulse under which 
the prisoner had acted, if really guilty of ths 
crime laid to his charge, might he almost de- 
signated utiHlft childish nature, for no 
man In posieislau of his fscullist would hart 
perpetrated suoh aa offuncr 



if any deter mined and more expetlented 
ruffian had been bent upon the erime, 
he would have liken much better cart 
to secure himself from detection. He might 
stale, although it had not come out in evi- 
dence, that th. nriaoutr was about to be 
matritd uu ths fuLlnwins; morning ; and 11 
would be for ihe Jury to determine, whether, 
under all there peculiar circumstances, the 
act be had been alleged to hare committed 
was such as might have been expected from a 
sana or rssaonable person. Whether thit
